Spring Clean-Up Can Help Reduce Home Fire Hazards 


Householders can take a big step forward in fire prevention 
by throwing out combustible trash which has accumulated in 
attics and basements or storage areas, Lewis A. Vincent, 
general manager of the Nat ional Board of F ire I nderw nters, 
said today. 
As Spring Clean-Up campaigns begin in communities from 
coast to coast. Mr. Vincent reminded th a t 11,700 persons 
lost their lives in fires in 1961, an increase of about one life 
each day- over the previous year, fens of thousands of othei 
persons were injured in fires. 
In addition, fire in the United States last year destroyed 
$1,209,042,000 of property, the largest dollar figure in his­ 
tory. and an increase of 9.1 per cent over 1960. 
Fire losses for the past five years totaled nearly $o,500,- 
000,000, Mr. Vincent pointed out. 


A Staggering Total 


“This is a staggering total,” he added. “W ith five and one- 
half billion dollars we could have built 10 Hoover Dams, 30 
Empire State Buildings, and 50 Golden Gate Bridges, with 
quite a few dollars to spare. 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend dur­ 
ing the coming fiscal year on vetrean’s benefits and services. 
“It is almost as much as we will spend in the next year 
for space exploration and foreign economic and m ilitary aid 
combined. 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend in the 
next year on natural resources, commerce and transporta­ 
tion, including Federal highway aid, and housing and com­ 
munity development. 
“It would buy 3.000,000 compact cars. 
“ It would provide a year’s tuition in the best colleges and 
universities for 3.666,000 students, or more than are now 
attending institutions of higher learning. Put another way, 
it would provide tuition for a full four-year college education 
for more than 900.000 young men and women. 
“Spring Clean-Up Week affords everyone an opportunity 
to concentrate on the job of eliminating fire hazards in the 
home, and thus keep fire losses and loss of life from being 
even higher/’ Mr. Vincent said. 
“There is no telling how high fire loss figures might be, 
were it not for Spring Clean-Up Week. Fire Prevention Week, 
and the annual Christmas Fire Safetv campaigns.” he added. 
“Civic officials, school teachers, the Roy Scouts, the Girl 
Scouts, fire departments, and other public-spirited citizens 
who direct Spring Clean-Up Week activities are to be con­ 
gratulated on their work.” 


Campaigns Prove Effective 


Mr. Vincent pointed out that Spring Clean-Up Week and 
other fire prevention campaigns are proving to be effective 
fire deterrents. 
While dollar losses are up, they are in part a reflection of 
continued expansion of the economy and the inflationary 
trend, which is reflected in rising costs of materials, goods 
and services, he said. 
However, studies show that over the years, due in part to 
fire prevention efforts, the ratio of fire losses to the value 
of buildings in place is gradually declining. 
Mr. Vincent reminded that greater care could reduce the 
number of fires. 
“Nearly one-fourth of all fires are caused by matches and 
sm oking/’ Mr. Vincent said. “Another 20 per cent are due 
to misuse of electrical equipment. 
' “And. three-fourths of all fires are the result of careless- 
ness or forgetfulness. 
“If we could convince everyone to use care with fire, keep 
heat-producing equipment in good repair, and remember that 
even big fire« were little ones when they started, we could 
take a long step forward in fire prevention.” 


Casr History of a 
Family on Relief 
From a statem ent to a com m it­ 
tee of Congress in February, 1961, 
by the district attorney of Contra 
Costa County, in the San Francis­ 
co Bay area of California: 
In 1947, a m arried couple and 
their four children began drawing 
relief paym ents in Contra Costa 
County, 
Four years later, still on relief, 
the couple separated. The woman 
then became eligible for aid to de­ 
pendent children 
< ADC», 
which 
naid her $203 a month. 
In 1953, she began living inter­ 
mittently with another man. By 
1958 she had given birth to three 
illegitimate 
children. 
For 
these 
.«.he drew additional aid paym ents. 
In I960, nine years after her ADC 
payments began, the record shows 
that she still had four eligible chil­ 
dren !i\ing with her. The monthly 
paym ent for these four was $246. 
Meanwhile, 
another 
generation 
had come in on ADC. In 1951, th« 
oldest daughter of this fam ily got 
m arried at age 15, later had two 
children. In 1954, the girl’s husband 
left her and she started receiving 
ADC paym ents. Two years* later, 
she had an illegitim ate child; then 
another in 1957, and still another 
in 1959. T hat m ade five children, 
by three fathers. F or the five, she 
drew $291 a month in ADC. 
This isn’t the whole story of 
this second generation. The girl’s 
older brother, in 1953. m arried a 
17-year-old girl, and she had three 
children. In 1959 he left her to live 
with another 17-year-old 
girl. 
At 
the tim e of the report, one illegiti­ 
m ate child already had been born 
to this second girl, and «-he was 
pregnant again. 
The 
boy’s 
wife 
and girl friend were both on ADC, 
draw ing monthly paym ents of $257 
and $141 respectively. 
All told, in a decade: 16 children 
on ADC, and a seventeenth on the 
way. 
Said the district attorney, John 
A. Nejedly: 
“This case history illustrates: 
(a) that general assistance for the 
four - year period from 1947 to 
1951 did not resolve any of the 
problems with which these reci­ 
pients were beset; (b » that despite 
ADC assistance after 1951, when 
our original recipient had four chil­ 
dren needing help, she thereafter 
magnified her problems by having 
three illegitim ate children by an­ 
other man; (c> that the children 
have 
association 
prim arily 
with 
other children who are im m ersed 
in the sam e unstable, broken-home 
condilions;(d) that our bSpSytllem- 
ma with this family is that after 
nine years of 
ADC our 
original 
need situation with four children 
has 
grown 
now 
to include the 
needs of 17 children, with the pros­ 
pect that it m ight eventually be­ 
come one of perhaps 40 children in 
the next generation, and an even 
larger num ber in the fourth gen­ 
eration; (•) that the significance of 
this entire picture is that we have 
not improved the original couple 
but instead 
have 
extended 
the 
same problem which our ADC pro­ 
gram was intended to alleviate.'’

This despair 
was touched off by five Molotov 
cocktails which went off in the 
Island capital early in February, 
a.m . in the headquarters of the 
Anion de los T rabajadores de la 
Industria Gastronom ic* de P uer­ 
to Rico. Steel typew riters in the 
office of this hotel and food work­ 
ers 
headquarters 
m elted.

chanc'd beam s rem ained. 
Somehow a new office was put 
together. Then cam e the investi­ 
gations. To this day no one knows 
who ore bombed the office of the 
“G astronom ies”—which is actual­ 
ly local 610, Hotel and Restau­ 
rant 
Workers Union 
(AFL-CIO). 
Then the union was hit by some 
strange news, its leaders learned 
it was being turned over to the 
Hofiistas. 
Being turned over like chattels 
to the followers of Jim m ie Hoffa 
on the island disturbed the “Gas- 
tronom ica” 
workers. 
They 
had 
not been consulted by their inter­ 
national 
president, 
Ed 
Miller, 
over on the m ainland. Soon the 
island union learned that M iller 
had made a five-year mutual aid 
pact with Jim m ie Hoffa.

So the island hotel union took it­ 
self out of the Hotel International 
Union as well as out from under 
tie new T eam sters trustee. 
But 
the 
Hoffistas 
were 
determ ined. 
They cam e around to take physi­ 
cal possession of the union, its 
assets, its record. The workers 
just would not perm it them 
to 
move in. Neither wrould the po­ 
lice. So the Hoffistas ran to the 
court.' 
They claim the mutual aid 
pact m ade in M iami earlier this 
year between 
Hoffa 
and Miller 
(who still 
is 
in 
the 
AFL-CIO) 
gave them the right to seize the 
key island union. 
The police are still 
there. So 
are investigators of the Puerto 
Rican Senate. 
They 
are agents 
of the island’s Senate Laoor Com­

What has stirred the island is 
Hoffa’s 
strategy.

tem pted to become a power by 
moving in on the island’s trans-

system . 
But he 
ran righi 
sm ack into the broad front of the 
Seafarers’ Paul Hall, newest and 
youngest of the AFL-CIO’s vice 
presidents. Hall has beaten Hoffa 
on an equally bread front ranging 
from San Juan to Chicago. 
Hall 
stopped 
Hoffa’s 
men 
on 
the pierhead, so to speak. So Hof­ 
fa looked for another beachhead 
—and w hat finer ones are there 
than the luxurious hotels employ­ 
ing m any thousands. 
So he m ade his pact with the 
international 
Hotel 
and 
Resutu- 
ra n t 
W orkers, 
who 
have 
their 
headquarters in Cincinnati. 
Apparently 
he

appalled by the fact he has al­ 
ready spent well over a million

Hoffa’s coffers are the “secret” 
of his strategy. Already in 1961 
Hoffa had spent $2,274,761.11 on

And another $260,354.40 for public 
relations. These helped run up an 
operating deficit of $2,606.136.50 in

The Sikeston Police Department’s gradually stronger and 
uniform enforcement of the double-parking ordinance is 
logical and necessan because it is for the purpose ol' provid­ 
ing smooth traffic flow and pedestrian safety throughout 
the downtown area. 
The Objective of the officials is reasonable and admirable. 
They are simply trying to make it safer and more convenient 
for all those who come to Sikeston and who live in Sikeston. 
During this era of heavy traffic, narrow streets, insuffic­ 
ient parking, it is more important than ever to regulate 
traffic and penalize those who refuse to obey what has been 
set up as being best for all. 
Enforcement of these traffic ordinances should win wide 
public acceptance from shoppers, store owners, employees and 
all concerned.

Proof that the procedure is working may be >een in the 
safer and unobstructed flow of traffic in outlying stieets 
as a result of more enforcement by officers against drivers 
who park on non-parking sides of the streets. This has been 
helped considerably. As the number of motor vehicles and 
drivers blossom by the month in the same amount of space, 
a more orderly movement of vehicles is absolutely necessary, 
and this pretty much has to he accomplished through more 
vigorous enforcement. 

Wouldn t 
that end up in a mess of metal and flesh if there were no 
traffic laws or if laws were not enforced? Officers, we are 
confident, become discouraged on occasion with the lack of 
cooperation by some of the driving public. Too few drivers 
realize these men are employed to enforce the statutes that 
have been established by councilmen who have been elected 
by th people as their representatives. 
There needs to be greater recognition by the public that 
the task these officers are carrying out is designed for the 
very important function of traffic safety. 
They are also carefully studying loading zone locations and 
the skip-parking plan, both of which can be a benefit to the 
community. Police and city officials are to be commended 
for the business-like, professional way they are going about 
their surveys. 
It is difficult to understand that enforcement of the ordi­ 
nance prohibiting double parking is unpopular with some 
people. Thev surely do not stop to realize double parking c a rs 
and trucks can delay ambulances, fire trucks, other emerg­ 
ency vehicles, and cause inconvenience and delay to other 
drivers. 
We endorse the police department’s efforts to bring about 
smoother traffic flow and greater safety7. It is ridiculous^ to 
say “this is running the people out of town.’ Our visiting 
shoppers and our homefolk are anxious for effective traffic 
law enforcement for the well being of all.

In 1960, nine years after her ADC 
payments began, the record shows 
that she still had four eligible chil­ 
dren living with her. The monthly 
paym ent for these four was $246. 
Meanwhile, 
another 
generation 
had come in on ADC. In 1951, the 
oldest daughter of this family got 
m arried at age 15, later had two 
children. In 1954, the girl’s husband 
left her and she started receiving 
ADC paym ents. Two yearss later, 
she had an illegitim ate child; then 
another in 1957, and still another 
in 1959. T hat m ade five children, 
by three fathers. For the five, she 
drew $291 a month in ADC. 
This isn’t the whole story of 
this second generation. The girl’s 
older brother, in 1953, m arried a 
17-ycar-old girl, and she had three 
children. In 1959 he left her to live 
with another 17-year-old 
girl.

As Spring Clean-Up campaigns begin in communities from 
coast to coast, Mr. Vincent reminded that 11,700 persons 
lost their lives in fires in 1961, an increase of about one life 
each day over the previous year. Tens of thousands of other 
persons were injured in fires. 
In addition, fire in the United States last year destroyed 
$1,209,042,000 of property, the largest dollar figure in his­ 
tory, and an increase of 9.1 per cent over 1960. 
Fire losses for the past five years totaled nearly $5,500,- 
000.000, Mr. Vincent pointed out. 


A Staggering Total 


“This is a staggering total,” he added. “With five and one- 
half billion dollars we could have built 10 Hoover Dams, 30 
Empire State Buildings, and 50 Golden Gate Bridges, with 
quite a few dollars to spare, 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend dur­ 
ing the coming fiscal year on vetrean’s benefits and services. 
“It is almost as much as we will spend in the next year 
for space exploration and foreign economic and military aid 
combined. 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend in the 
next year on natural resources, commerce and transporta­ 
tion, including Federal highway aid, and housing and com­ 
munity development. 
“It would buy 3,000,000 compact cars. 
“It would provide a year’s tuition in the best colleges and 
universities for 3,666,000 students, or more than are now 
attending institutions of higher learning. Put another way, 
it would provide tuition for a full four-year college education 
for more than 900,000 young men and women. 
“Spring Clean-Up Week affords everyone an opportunity 
to concentrate on the job of eliminating fire hazards in the 
home, and thus keep fire losses and loss of life from being 
even higher,” Mr. Vincent said.

Fire Prevention Week, 
and the annual Christmas Fire Safetv campaigns.” he added. 
“Civic officials, school teachers, the Roy Scouts, the Girl 
Scouts, fire departments, and other public-spirited citizens 
who direct Spring Clean-Up Week activities are t« be con­ 
gratulated on their work.” 


Campaigns Prove Effective 


Mr. Vincent pointed out that Spring Clean-Up Week and 
other fire prevention campaigns are proving to be effective 
fire deterrents. 
While dollar losses are up, they are in part a reflection of 
continued expansion of the economy and the inflationary 
trend, which is reflected in rising costs of materials, goods 
and sendees, he said. 
However, studies show that over the years, due in part to 
fire prevention efforts, the ratio of fire losses to the value 
of buildings in place is gradually declining. 
Mr. Vincent reminded that greater care could reduce the 
number of fires. 
“Nearly one-fourth of all fires are caused by matches and 
smoking,” Mr. Vincent said. “Another 20 per cent are due 
to misuse of electrical equipment. 
“And. three-fourths of all fires are the result of careless­ 
ness or forgetfulness. 
“ Tf we could convince everyone to use care with fire, keep 
heat-producing equipment in good repair, and remember that 
even big fires were little ones when they started, we could 
take a long step forward in fire prevention.”

The (Abjective of the officials is reasonable and admirable. 
They are simply trying to make it safer and more convenient 
for all those who come to Sikeston and who live in Sikeston. 
During this era of heavy traffic, narrow streets, insuffic­ 
ient parking, it is more important than ever to regulate 
traffic and penalize those who refuse to obey what has been 
set up as being best for all. 
Enforcement of these traffic ordinances should win wide 
public acceptance from shoppers, store owners, employees and 
all concerned. 
Proof that the procedure is working may bo seen in the 
safer and unobstructed flow' of traffic in outlying streets 
as a result of more enforcement by officers against drivers 
who park on non-parking sides of the streets.

Spring Clean-Up Can Help Reduce Home Fire Hazards 


Householders can take a big step forward in fire prevention 
by throwing out combustible trash w*hich has accumulated in 
attics and basements or storage areas, Lewis A. Vincent, 
general manager of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
said today. 
As Spring Clean-Up campaigns begin in communities from 
coast to coast, Mr. Vincent reminded that 11,700 persons 
lost their lives in fires in 1961, an increase of about one life 
each day over the previous year. Tens of thousands of other 
persons were injured in fires. 
In addition, fire in the United States last year destroyed 
$1,209,042,000 of property, the largest dollar figure in his­ 
tory, and an increase of 9.1 per cent over 1960. 
Fire losses for the past five years totaled nearly $5,500,- 
000,000. Mr. Vincent pointed out. 


A Staggering Total 


“This is a staggering total,” he added. “With five and one- 
half billion dollars we could have built IO Hoover Dams, SO 
Empire State Buildings, and 50 Golden Gate Bridges, with 
quite a few dollars to spare. 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend dur­ 
ing the coming fiscal year on vetrean’s benefits and services. 
“It is almost as much as we will spend in the next year 
for space exploration and foreign economic and military aid 
combined. 
“It is more than our Federal Government will spend in the 
next year on natural resources, commerce and transporta­ 
tion, including Federal highway aid, and housing and com­ 
munity development. 
“It would buy 3,000,000 compact cars. 
“It would provide a year’s tuition in the best colleges and 
universities for 3.666,000 students, or more than are now 
attending institutions of higher learning. Put another way, 
it would provide tuition for a full four-year college education 
for more than 900.000 young men and women. 
“Spring Clean-Up Week affords everyone an opportunity 
to concentrate on the job of eliminating fire hazards in the 
home, and thus keep fire losses and loss of life from being 
even higher,” Mr. Vincent said. 
“There is no telling how high fire loss figures might be, 
were it not for Spring Clean-Up Week, Fire Prevention Week, 
and the annual Christmas Fire Safetv campaigns,” he added. 
“Civic officials, school teachers, the Bov Scouts, the Girl 
Scouts, fire departments, and other public-spirited citizens 
who direct Spring Clean-Up Week activities are to be con­ 
gratulated on their work.” 


Campaigns Prove Effective 


Mr. Vincent pointed out that Spring Clean-Up Week and 
other fire prevention campaigns are proving to be effective 
fire deterrents. 
While dollar losses are up, they are in part a reflection of 
continued expansion of the economy and the inflationary 
trend, which is reflected in rising costs of materials, goods 
and services, he said. 
However, studies show that over the years, due in part to 
fire prevention efforts, the ratio of fire losses to the value 
of buildings in place is gradually declining. 
Mr. Vincent reminded that greater care could reduce the 
number of fires. 
“Nearly one-fourth of all fires are caused by matches and 
smoking,” Mr. Vincent said. “Another 20 per cent are due 
to misuse of electrical ^ equipment. 
' “And, three-fourths of all fires are the result of careless, 
ness or forgetfulness. 
“lf we could convince everyone to use care with fire, keep 
heat-producing equipment in good repair, and remember that 
even big fires were little ones when thev started, we could 
talre a long step forward in fire prevention.” 


Ca*** History of a 
Family on Relief 
From a .statement to a commit­ 
tee of Congress in February, 1961, 
by the district attorney of Contra 
Costa County, in the San Francis­ 
co Bay arca of California:

In 1951, the 
oldest daughter of this family got 
married at age 15, later had tw-o 
children. In 1954, the girl’s husband 
left her and she started receiving 
ADC payments. Two years® later, 
she had an illegitimate child: then 
another in 1957. and still another 
in 1959. That made five children, 
by three fathers. For th® five, she 
drew $291 a month in ADC. 
This isn’t the whole story of 
this second generation. The girl’s 
older brother, in 1953. married a 
17-year-old girl, and she had three 
children. In 1959 he left her to live 
with another 17-year-old girl. At 
the time of the report, one illegiti­ 
mate child already had been born 
to this second girl, and she was 
pregnant again. The boy’s wife 
and girl friend were both on AIK, 
drawing monthly payments of $257 
and $141 respectively.

The settlement of the New York 
City contractors with the________ 
electricians for a I' 
and a 56-eents per hour 
bringing the average hourly wage 
to $4.96, is a damaging blow to 
all American mduMry and labor. 
The electricians already had a 
six - hour day but, because of arti­ 
ficially imposed shortages of un 
ion electricians, had been working 
the seventh hour at overtime so 
the actual hourly wage rate is sub- 
•tantially higher than tho preposte­ 
rous hourly rate agreed to. 
There is no justification in econo- 
rmes or in morals for a shorter 
hourly day when there are not 
enough electricians to go around at 
straight time. 
The electricians had the contrac­ 
tors over the barrel because the 
other unions respected their picket 
line, with the result that a few 
union members had the aability to
